Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

5. Canceling claims 1-3 and 5 is agreed with and the rejections under 35 
U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, are removed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

6. None of the prior art discloses or renders as obvious a cylindrical head having a 
first lateral through bore midways in the head, a shaft comprising a first portion 
insertable in a direction lateral and orthogonal in relation to the head, a shaft comprising 
portions disposed at an angle one relative to the other, the portion furthest from the 
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head being disposed to be in a position parallel to the ground, a portion of the shaft 
furthest from the head supports a grip comprising a first and second spheres of different 
diameters, the second sphere is disposed between the first sphere and the head, and 
the second sphere is configured for sliding along the portion of the shaft furthest from 
the head in addition to the other elements of structure claimed.
